RUDOLPH BERKE IS HELD. 


| Motorman Saw the Body, but Was Un- 
able to Stop Till the Car Had 
Dragged It Half a 
Block. 


Rudolph Berke ig a prisoner in the hold- 
over. On the records no charge appears op- 
posite his name, but the police say he is 
being held as an important witness at ihe 
inquest to be had Saturday to determine 
how William Schwankhorst came to his 
death. 

Schwankhorst was struck by a Benton- 
Bellefontaine electric car at the center gate 
of Calvary Cemetery ‘Thursday night. There 
are features about the case which seem to 


justify a doubt.that his death was acci- 
Santal The dead man’s employers think 
he was killed or fatally injured and placed 
upon the car track to cover up the crime. 

Schwankhorst was employed as stable- 
man by Bernard Gruempelier, a dairyman at 
6749 Florissant avenue. He had worked 
there three weeks and told his employer he 
‘came from Cincinnati. With Rudolph Berke 
he occupied a room over the stabie. 

Thursday night he and Berke went out 
together and drank at a number of saloons 
along Florissant avenue. Berke returned 
alone about 11:30 and went to bed. 

Haif an hour later a policeman awak- 
ened the Grumpelers and told them one 
of their stablemen had been killed at the 
cemetery gate, a block away. Berke was 
aroused. He was apparently very drunk, 
and protested that he had left Schwank- 
ee be near the cemetery gate half an hour 
petore. 

' He was taken to Goetterman’s saloon, 
‘where he identified the body of Schwank- 

. horst. He was then locked up at the O’Fal- 
lon Park Police Station as a witness. 

Schwankhorst’s —s was mangled almost 
, beyond recognition. t was struck by east 
| bound car No. 514. The wheels di not 
strike it, but the fender pushed it along for 
half a block before the car was stopped. 
| Both legs and one arm were broken and 
there w euts and bruises all over the 
, body. here was a rent in the back of 
' the coat which several of the bystanders 
‘thought was caused by a knife. 
|. Motorman Matthew Gorman says the 
body of Schwankhorst was ly!ng across the 
track when he first saw it.

FATHER. LIFE 


Little Johnny Coyle’s First 
View Was in a Deadhouse. 


BOY IS SEVEN YEARS OLD. 


THOMAS COYLE, HIS PARENT, 
DIED ALONE IN THE CITY HOS- 
PITAL OF PNEUMONIA. 


FAMILY TOLD OF IT BY MAIL. 


Dead Man Left Home Three Months 
After His Wife Died and Was 
Wever Heard From Until a 
Postal Card Gave News. 


The first and only time 7-year-old Johnny 
Coyle ever saw his father, Thomas Coyle, 
was Friday morning when he viewed his 
parent’s body in the dead house of the City 
Hospital. He was accompanied by his 10- 
year-old brother, James, and his aunt, Mrs. 
John Coyle, who lives at Garfield and At- 
lantic avenues. 

Thomas Coyle was received at the City 
Hospital Dec. 2, 1897. He was a laborer, 3 
years old, and gave his address as Twenty- 
second street and Scott avenue. He was 
suffering from pneumonia. 

He grew worse, and when his condition 
became critical one of the doctors asked 
about his relat'ves. He was so weak he 
could scarcely reply, but he managed to let 
the doctor know that he had a brother, 
John Coyle, living at Garfield and Atlantic 
avenues. 

Thursday the end came and Coyle died 
in the hospital. Dr. Sutter caused a postal 
card to be sent to the brother. 

Friday morning ‘Mrs. Coyle and the dead 
man’s two boys called at the hospital to 
see about the body. The three went across 
the hospital yard to the deadhouse, where 
the body was shrouded in a sheet. 
Little Johnnie had never seen his father, 
and Jimmy was cnly 3 years old when he iast 
saw him. Though they had never known 
their father the solemnity of the occasion 
overcame them and great tears formed in 
their eyes and slowly trickled down their 
cheeks. 

“That is the father of our poor little 
orphans,”’ said Mrs. Coyle, and tearfully the 
trio walked back into the hosptal. 

“We have not seen nor heard from the 
boys’ father for seven years,’’ Mrs. Coyle 
told-Chief Cleric Koch: “His wife died then 
and he sent his children over to us. Johnnie 
was only a few months old then and Jimmy 
was a little tot of 3 years. My husband will 
take care of the body and see that it is given 
a Christian burial."’

syringe, the best friend the poor wretch has. 

When he secured his valuable 

Howard meekly submitted to «he orders of 
the policemen and dressed himself and ac- 
companied them to the City Hospital in an 
ambulance, He is now an occupant of the 
observation ward. 
The precioug hypodermic syringe and a 
box of morphine pills, which were found by 
the side of Howard’s bed, told the story 
of the attempted tragedy better than How- 
ard could have told it. The man was a 
“‘fiend,’’ despondent and shattered in health, 
and his effort at suicide and to burn the 
hotel and its sleeping inmates was the re- 
sult of his delirium. 

He took fully 30 grains of morphine be- 
tween the time he was discovered setting 
fire to h's bed and the time he went to the 
hote] and registered at 6 o’clock Thursday 
evening. The hospital doctors who pumped 
him out say it was only the excessive dose 
that enabled them to save the min’s life.

His line of business 
was in the publishing houses, he said, and 
now that he had reached the end of his 
string he was disheartened and was going 
back to Indiana, where his wife and daugh- 
ter lived. 

Two hours later Howard lIeft the hotel 
and was gone an hour. When he. returned 
he sat by the office stove and rattled a little 
box of pills, handling it dovinely and ten- 
derly. The clerk saw him turn his back to 
the men gathered around the stove, roll up 
his sleeve and surreptitiously put a hypo- 
dermic syringe to his bare skin, press the 
handle and shoot the contents into his arm. 
Three times was this performance repeated 
before 10 o'clock. The drug seemed to have 
no effect upon him. 

Howard went into his room on the sec- 
ond floor, closed the window and locked the 
door, leaving no call for the morning. That 
the negro porter chanced to be passing by 
Howard's room at 2 o’clock tn the morning 
is probably what saved Howard's life, as 
well as those of other occupants of the Wa- 
verly Hotel, The porter heard Howard 
groaning and-talking to himself as if in 
great pain. He knocked on the door, and, 
receiving no reply, he reported the suspi- 
cious circumstance to the clerk. Both the 
pprter and the clerk tried to force the door, 
but they could not open it. 

Policeman Ham'll was called in from the 
street, and he in turn whistled for two 
other officers. The policemen threw their 
full weight against the door and it gave 
way. Howard was caught just in the act 
of touching a match to the sheets on the 
bed. Half a dozen burnt matches strewed 
the floor by the side of the bed, 

Howard is 43 years old and was once 

prominent in Indlana politics. He has als@é 
been an editorial writer on various news- 
papers, ahd lately has worked in publish- 
ing houses in Indiana and Ohio. 
When he came to St. Louis the first time, 
nine months ago, he was treated at the hos- 
pital for morphine poisoning. Whether it 
was an overdose or taken with suicidal in- 
tent Was mever determined.

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If the fire and police 
commissioners are State icers, or officers 
which the State has the right to have ap- 
pointed by the Governor in the exercise of what 
is called the police power of the State, then it 
follows that the State should pay their salaries 
for two reasons: 

1. To make the citizens of the city pay the 
salaries of State officers appointed by the State 
to do police duty for the State, and without the 
people of the city having any choice in the 
matter, would be imposing a tax, or, what 1s 
the sante, a debt upon a municipality, to be 
paid by taxation without the right of represen- 
tation. . 

2. It would be obnoxious to the plain’ spirit 
and meaning of the Constitution, which re- 
quires that the taxes upon the people shall be 
uniform. The citizens of the city would be 
taxed to pay the salaries of the State's police 
egents for services which inured to the benefit 
of the people of the whole State, yet without 
the other portions of the State contributing a 
like amount or any amount for the benefits 
which they received in common with the people 
of the municipality—the city. ' 

Such a doctrine as that will strike down free 
government, in that it is a centralization of 
litical power in the State, and inevitably 
Coote te despotism, in that it destroys local 
municipal self-government, imposes taxation 
upon the people, but denies them representa- 
tion, and imposes unequal burdens of taxation 
upon the people of the State municipalities if 
they come within the metropolitan class. 

reer if this is permitted, every village, 
tofn and city in the State will be included 
within the State’s oppression in that regard. 
Oentralized political power has and never will 
be satisfied. 

I have shown that there is a never-ending 
contention between -centralized government and 
free government. An irrepressible conflict has 
always been and alwaya will be waged between 
these two forces. Hience the trite saying, 
‘Eternal vigilapee is the price of liberty.’ 

Political and governmental centralization of 
power is always prolific of excuses and subter- 
fuges to gain the ascendency, the most plausi- 
ble being ‘‘the police power of the State.”’ 
which has erabled centralized power to sa 
the liberties of the people more than any other 
faise pretense of that power. That there is a 
org power of the State must be conceded, 
mut that it Is limited by the inherent rights of 
the municipal subdivisions of the State, as 
above indicated, cannot be successfully con- 
troverted. To go beyond that limit is uemet- 


Dr. Suma to be operated on by Dr. Ber- 
nays. Dr. Suma had diagnosed the case as 
incurable cancer of the stomach, Dr. Ber- 
nays is famous for his skill with the knife 
and his daring as an operator, and, forti- 
fied by the Schlatter precedent, he under- 
took the task of making personal inspect'on 
of Beck’s inside. His report of the opera- 
tion says: . 

“Assisted by Dr. Robert E. Wilson and 
Dr, Spencer Graves and his reguiar corps 
of nurses and assistants, I opened the ab- 
domen in the usual way and, upon exami- 
nation of the stomach, it was found that 
the major curvature was not involved at 
all; that the disease was located along the 
minor curvature and that it extended the 
whole length from the esophagus to within 
an inch of the pylorus. This latter outlet 
of the stomach was entirely free from dis- 
ease. It was found that all the organ 
excepting this small portion of about one 
inch would have to be removed in order to 
give the patient a chance to get well. This 
operation was done and the lower end of 
the esophagus was united to the pyioric end 
or outlet of the stomach. 

“I have three or four times operated on 
cases in which the removal of the entire 
stomach might have resulted in a cure, but 
never have had the knowledge mecessary 
to warrant me in operation, and have also 
lacked in courage. The recent successful 
operation by Dr. Schlatter in Zurich gave 
us some encouragement and furnished a 
precedent, but the operation, in my opin- 
lon, based upon the experience of Wednes- 
day morning, will never become a common 
one. It is exceedingly difficult of perform- 
ance, and requires great resourcefulness 
and endurance on the part of the surgeon 
and his assistants. The operation lasted 
two hours and six minutes. It was some- 
what different from Schlatter’s in detail of 
the operation. 

“The patient is doing fairly well—in fact, 
the danger of shock and hemorrhage ‘s now 
over—and if he does not get well it will be 
from the impogesibility of properly nourish- 
ing him.’’ 

Removal of the entire stomach has been 
a subject of experiment with surgeons for 
nearly a quarter of a century, but until 
Dr. Schlatter of Switzerland and Dr. Ber- 
nays of St. Louis took up the work the 
subjects were not human. In 1878 Czerny 
took out a dog’s stomach and the animal 
lived till he was killed for purposes of an- 
atomical study. The autopsy revealed that 
a small part of the cardiac end of the stom- 
ach remained, and that a smal] sac had 
formed from the remnant and fulfilled the 
gastric functions. 

In other cases there was a noticeable dis- 
tension of some portion of the alimentary 
canal, showing a disposition of nature to 
form. a new stomach. 

The Schlatter operation was performe: 
September 6, 1897. The patient was ‘dour 
ished by enema for several weeks, then took 
food in the regular way. She left her bed 
October 11 and at last reports was at work 
in ihe Zurich Hospital, to all intents and 
purposes a well woman. Whether a new 
stomach has formed or is forming in her 
will probably be decided after she dies. 

In the Beck case it is the purpose of the 
doctors to follow the course of Dr. Schlatter 
as nearly as possible. Beck is 46 vears old 
and the Schlatter subject is 65. —~

The complaint alleges that prior to Feb- 
ruary, 1897, Kelley was a conductor on the 
Missouri, Kansas & Texas Railroad. At 
that time he was discharged from the com- 
’s service by Division Superintendent 
. Lyons of Sedalia. Kelley was told 
was discharged for failing to turn 
in cash fares collected. 
Later, it is alleged, Mr. Allen sent out a 
list to other railroad companies, contain- 
ing among a hundred other names the name 
of Matthew M. Kelley, showing that he was 
discharged for failing to turn .n cash fares, 
Kelley alleges that the charge is false, 
and that it had the effect of keeping pla.n- 
tiff from obtaining employment on other 
railroads. 
Division Superintendent Lyons was the 
first witness. He said he had discharged 
Kelley, and he was reasonably certain that 
Kelley had failed to turn in cash fares 
collected. He could not assert it positively 
of his own knowledge. Witness received a 
list from Mr. Allen containing among others 
the name of Mr. Kelley, showing that he 
had been discharged for the cause assigned. 
Mr. Lyons said he furnished Mr. Allen with 
some of the information from which the 
lst was compiled. Mr. Lyons said he had 
no idea from whom he received the list, 
though he knew it came from St. Louts. 
Witness said he sent a copy of the list 
to trainmasters, roadmasters and other men 
in charge for their informatton. The men 
were discharged for cause, and the tra.n- 
masters and others were entitled to the 
information. The men named. on the list 
were deemed undesirable, and should not 
be re-employed. Neither the trainmaster nor 
an inferior officer could employ any man 
named on the list without first speaking to 
witmess about it.

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THE NEW TRIPLE ALLIANCE. 


There is one trait in Senator Hanna’s char- 
acter for which he has never been given proper 
credit by the unthinking public, viz., his deep 
and humble piety. 

In an after-dinner speech in New York just 
after the election in 1896, Mr. Hanna revealed 
the astonishing fact that during the campaign 
he had had “one hand on God and the other 
on McKinley.” This shows how close and in- 
timate was the friendship then existing be- 
tween the three parties—God, Hanna and Mc- 
Kinley—and, of course, is more than sufficient 
to account for Mr. Bryan's defeat. 

Again, on Jan. 12, Senator Hanna sent the 
following telegram to Mr. McKinley: “God 
reigns and the Republican party still lives.” 
The plain inference from this is that if Mark 
had been defeated at Columbus, God's reign 
would have come suddenly to an end and chaos 
would have spread its black wings over the 
universe. Thus we see that once more the cele- 
brated triple alliance of God, Hanna and Mc- 
Kinley gets in its work. 

The question occurs, is not this simple and 
ehildlike trust the secret of Mark’s success in 
the muddy sea of politics? May not the knowl- 
edge of his invincible strength resulting from 
his alliance with the two other parties men- 
tioned have accounted for his seemingly reck- 
less courage in declining to “give up a dollar,” 
even when the fate of the Almighty himself 
‘depended upon the outcome of the struggle? It 
is hard to say which is the more to be admired, 
Mr. Hanna’s power of refined and felicitous ex- 
pression, or the subtle diplomacy which effected 
the combination above referred to.

GEORGE GRAHAM SET FREE 


Coroner’s Jury Approves of the Slay- 
ing of “Foxy” McDonald. 


A Coroner’s jury exonerated George 
Graham for the killing of Joseph H. Mc- 
Donald. Graham was set free. 

All of the east end of the Four Courts 
building was crowded with people anxious 
to hear the testimony and see the man who 
‘slew a footpad. Not one-tenth of them 
could get inside the Coroner's office. 

Dr. Wait conducted the examination. On 
‘the table In front of him were two pistols. 
One of them was a %8-caliber square- 
handled Colt, in holster. Graham carried it. 
The other was a cheap “bulldog’’, 38-caliber 


neg It was taken from McDonald's dead 
land. 

Graham sat in front of the |'witnesses, 
smiling. Apparently, he did not regret hav- 
ing taken the life of a highwayman. He 
had been paroled and released by Chief Har- 
rigaa Thursday night. 

On either side of him were Daniel Mur- 
phy and Frank Munsell, accused of being 
the dead robber’s accomplices. They are 
not supposed to have been concerned in 
the robber’s death, and to the laymen it 
Was not clear why they were there. 

Graham told his story as he told it in 
the Post-Dispatch of Thursday. The robber 
covered him with a pistol and, with an 
oath, ordered him to put his hands up. He 
reached for his pistol. (McDonald pulled the 
trigger of his revolver. The cartridge 
failed to explode. Graham got out his pistol 
and put two bullets in McDonald, one 
puncturing the heart. ;

Helley, storekeepers and residents on Cass

Dietz, John Nash, Phil McGutire, John Cal- 
lahan and Frank Zinger testified to prove 
an alibi for Dan Murphy. supposed to be 
one of the two men wiih MeDonald just 
before the latter was shot. They said that 
with Murphy they attended the wake of Ed- 
ward Toomey, who was murdered Wednes- 
day morning by Edward Dillard. 

At the conclusion of the testimony the 
jury promptly brought in a verdict of justi- 
flable homicide and Graham was released. 

The police are holding Munsell and Mur- 
phy on suspicion of being footpads. 


DID DESMOND FIRE THE SHOT? 


Damage Suit Against the Chief of De- 
tectives to Be Tried Monday. 


An interesting case is scheduled for trial 
in Judge Valliant’s division of the Circuit 
Court Monday morning. 

It is the suit of Henry Tolch vs. William 
Desmond, Chief of Detectives. Tolch sues 
for $6000 for the death of his son. The suit 
is brought as the heir and next best friend 
of Albert Tolch, a 12-year-old boy, who was 
Killed in front of the Four Courts Building 
in March, 15892. : 

That day a steer became separated from 
a herd at Twelfth ‘street and Clark avenue 
and went wild.

He stood 
in front_of George Ebers’ cafe, across the 
street, and enjoyed the exc'tement. | 

A bullet struck the child in the middle of 
the forehead and instantly killed him. The 
boy’s father thinks Chief Desmond fired 
the bullet.
